farmers. If the farmer has a market 
for liis grain this fall, ho is certain or 
a profitable- year. 


Corn during pic last three weeks 
has grown by leaps and bounds, and 
during1 the hot weather actually ha'3 
grown as much as two inches in -•! 
hours. 


The fields of wheat, oats, barley, 


and rye. show hcavq .stands, indlca-. 
live of heavy yields.. Clover and hay 
is being cut this week, and most of 
the first out of alfalfa is now com- 
plete. . The last of the tobacco has 
been set out or will be by the end of 
the week. 


Jllnck Stem Hn.it 


/..Black stem rust is' appearing 
In 


some of the rye Holds In Kock county. 
If has not developed yet in barley or 
outs to any noticeable extent. 
The 


rust prevalent on these grains 
is 


known as red rust and^ does not do 
serious damage. 
The black stem rust which caused 


so much shriveled grain to'tho crops 
of 1919-21, winters over in the com- 
mon barberry and attacks the grain In 
a favorable season in June. 
The early grain will doubtless ma- 


ture a good crop bet'or the black stem 
rust develops to any 
prrceu 
extent. 


The late grain will probably bo in- 
fected to some extent. Weather con- 
ditions control the rapidity of black 
stem rust. 


ItllKht on Apple Tree?* 


Fire-blight on apple trees :s prev- 


alent in practically all the orchards in 
Rock county. The blight is noticed 
by the.leaves dying on the tips of the 
branches. 
Flrc-bllght, which is known under 
a pood many names, such .as blossom 
blight, and peur blls'lu. is caused by 
bacteria which enter the branch at the 
time of 
blossoming. The 
bacteria 


multiply very rapidly in warm, moist 
weather, such as Rock, county had 
early this season.,. 
The bacteria arc carried by bees 


and insects. 
Ordinary spraying ha.t 


no effect on fire-blight. It docs help 
in keeping' down the insects which 
distribute the bacteria. 
After the bacteria enter the limb, 


they develop rather rapidly, and the 
first outward sign of them is the dy- 
ing1 of the leaves. 


UNC rnnilng Knife 


The only known' remedy 
is 
the 


pruning knife. The infected parts of 
the tree should be cutoff. This should 
bo done as soou as possible: but'In no 
case''should dead limbs be allowed to 
remain until next spring. The bac- 
teria live over winter on the edge of 
the dead wood. 
Jii cutting oft thla 


dead wood it is necessary to cut the 
limb back a foot beyond the infection. 
The pruning shears should be dipped 
in a solution of corrislve sublimate— 
1 to 1000—after every cut. 


All the infected parts of the tree 


which are not cut oil should be | 
burned. This disease, while not fatal 
to the tree the first year. If allowed 
to continue will cvcnually kill sus- 
ceptible varieties.

ular. They say that America is becoming a mob- 
minded country, nnd that its progress toward a 
higher degree oC civilization is blocked by this, 
perhaps more than by any one other thing. The 
only thing that can save us. according- to -the 
scientists, is an increase in the number of indi- 
viduals who refuse to follow the crowd. 


Recent outbreaks of mob violence hav.e at- 


tracted widespread attention, and have resulted 
in much discussion. 
Bills have been introduced 


into Congress and into state'legislatures to pre- 
vent them.
